X-Ray Therapy is aiso now being extensively used Sor 
Marie=Strumpel Arthritis. Cases were shown illustrating each form of treatment, buty 
as usual, they showed only the good ones.” .

%.G. Hansson has received a letter from Lt. Brumnstrom, She writes, “If 
it were not for the Re & C. Family Gossip paper, I would have lost track both of 
R. & Ce activities and of many of my personal friends, since it is utterly impossi- 
ple to keep up &@ lot of personal correspondence during these busy days. | Since I 
arrived here in August 1943, I have had many and varied experiences. The work load 
keeps increasing, so that we are now giving four times as many daily treatments as 
we were in the summer of 1943, The air transport service from the Pacific front is 
excellente. One day we read about a sea battle ora landing and a few days later 
the casualties arrive. The latest arrivals have travelled in 48 hours. from the 
Philippines +o California, As you probably know, our hospital is the amputation 
senter for the West coast. I have worked a great deal with the amputees. I am 
doing a great deal of teaching at this hospitel. Not only do I conduct the P.T. 
School, but I am also giving lectures to the staff of the artificial limb shop 
(anatomy, kinesiology), as well as lectures and demonstrations to Nurses, Corpsmen, 
and Corps Waves. We have quite an active Rehabilitation Program, of which I am & 
part, and there is a great deal of organization to be done. This is in addition to 
my P.~T. duties. It is all very interesting, but it leaves me no time for myself, 
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and no chance to write letters." Lt. Brunnstrom is stationed at the U.S, Naval . 
Hospital, Mare Island, California. ‘Ye have also learned that she has recently been 
promoted to a full lieutenant. The Record & Chronicle wishes to. extend its heartiesi 
congratulations to Lt. Brunnstrom on her promotion. 


Dr. Wilson has been away recently on trips that included Denver, Battle 
Creek, Detroit and Memphis. At Denver he gave the Freedman Lectures under the 
auspices of the National Jewish Hospital, He had a nice visit with Br. Atha Thomas, 
a former orthopaedic resident at the Hospital for Special Surgery, and who is now 
the leading orthopaedic surgeon in Denver. He also visited the Fitzsimons General 
Hospital which is one of the pre-war Army hospitals for the treatment. of tuber- 
culosis but which now is also taking care of battle casualties, and doing excellent 
work, At Battle Creek he visited the Percy dones General Hospital which is one of 
the amputation centers of the Army and reviewed a group of cases that had been re-= 
cently fitted with a new type of artificial limb, At Detroit he saw a new type of 
artificial limb in which the socket and shin piece are mde from a plastic that uses 
as its base a fabric made of spun glass. He reported that the mterial was remrk- 
ably light and hard and seemed to withstand almost every test. At Memphis he 
attendad the annual meeting of the Robert Jones Orthopaedic Club. The entire mect-= 
ing was clinical and a remarkably fine program wes presented by Dr. Speed and his 
associates. He also had the opportunity of visiting the Kennedy General Hospital 
where Major John Flannagan, one of the doctors on the orthopaedic service of the 
staff of the Hospital for Special Surgery, is in charge of the orthopaedic service. 
He was much impressed with the work being done on that service and particularly 
commended an original type of double bone graft operation for ununited fractures 
of the tibia with loss of bone substance in which the bone grafts are taken entirely 
from the injured leg. He stated that compared with Denver with its high altitude, 
clear sunny skies and the background of sun covered rocky mountains that New York 
City seemed a very great letdowm,.
